Applicants wish to comment on the Interview Summary issued by Examiner Spivak 
on September 25, 2008. Applicants' representative spoke with Examiner Spivak on 
September 22, 2008. Examiner Spivak called because an Office Action had been mailed on 
March 19, 2008, and the Examiner inquired if Applicants had filed a response within the six 
month period for response. 

The Interview Summary issued on September 25, 2008 states that agreement with 
regard to the claims was reached, and that Applicants' representative stated "no response was 
filed to the Office Action mailed March 19, 2008". However, the Interview Summary fails to 
state that Applicants' representative also informed the Examiner that Applicants never 
received the March 19, 2008 Office Action.

Correspondence Address Change was entered into the record on March 17, 2008, prior to the 
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Final Office Action's mail date. Accordingly, in the September 22, 2008 telephone 
discussion, Applicants' representative informed the Examiner that the Final Office Action 
was not mailed to the correspondence address of record, and that Applicants would have 
timely responded to the Office Action had they received it. Applicants' representative 
informed the Examiner that Applicants had not intended for the captioned application to go 
abandoned, and intended to take steps to have the Office Action re-issued with a new mailing 
date. 

On September 25, 2008, Applicants filed a Request to Re-Issue Office Action.
